We cancelled Dorothy Dix with regret, ending a con- 


tract with Bell Syndicate and North American Newspaper 
Alliance that had run since April 27, 1945. Checking with our 
women readers we concluded that the daily column, run by 
different persons since the originator's death, was due for 
cancellation. The successor column, Dear Abby, written by 
Abigail Van Buren, and distributed by McNaught Syndicate, 
Inc., New York, will be received warmly by the local public, 
we believe. 


Finally, beginning next month The Star is installing 


a tape punching machine and operator in the office — and 
all local news copy and syndicated features will be turned 
into type automatically instead of being set by hand on the 
linotypes. A tape-operated linotype is from two to _ three 
times as fast as when operated manually — and this is im- 
portant when expanding the number of pages, already ave- 
raging around 50 a week.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP)-The 


Greek cypriots 
broke 
their 


cease-fire i the Kyrenia moun- 
tain range today with a mortar 
attack on Turkish Cypriots de- 
fending the besieged castle.of 
St. Hilarion. 


Seven mortar shells were fired 


at the castle in 15 minutes, but 
there was no immediate report 
of damage. The cease-fire end- 
ed 13 hours after it was an- 
nounced. 


A spokesman for the Greek 


Cypriot government expressed 
surprise at the U.N. report of 
the mortar fire. He said as far 
as he knew, the cease-fire still 
was supposed to be in effect. 


The U.N. command reported 


that a Canadian Patrol of the 
U.N. peace force came under 
fire at the Turkish village of Ag- 
hirda, in the southern foothills of 
the Kyrenia range. Presumably 
the fire came from Greek Cypri- 
ot positions along the crest of 
the range near St. Hilarion. 


Both the U.N. command and 


the Turkish Cypriots had looked 
with skepticism on the cease- 
fire, which was announced after 
the U.N. command and Secre-i 
tary-General U Thant put strong 
prehsure on the Greek Cypriots 
to end their five-day-old opera- 
pressure on the Greek CyprioU 
controlling the main highway 
from Nicosia to the Port of Ky* 
renia, on the north coast. 


Thant also unveiled a hew 


peace plan to the Security Coun- 
cil.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson, sailing high with 
increasing confidence in himself 
and his campaign to be all 
things to all people, has just 
given a masterful performance 
and a great insight into how he 
is going about it.
